For by this time full Fourtcene months and more, 
Had warlike Tytme, fieg*d that famous towne, 
Whar rimethe /ewes had quite conſumd their ſtote, 
And being ſterv'd, like Ghoſts went upand down : 
For inthe markets were no victuals found, 

Though tor a Lamb,they might have twenty pound, 
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When bread was gonethea he was comed bleſt, 
That in his hand ha either cat or dog, 
| To fill his empty maw : and thus diltre(t, 
4 - A dozen men would fight for one poore frog. 
| The faireſt Lady lighting on a Mouſe, 
Would keep it from her beſt friend in the houſe. 


KL A Weazell was accounted dainty meate, 

| A hifli:g ſnake eſtecm'd a Princes diſh, 

A Queene up9na moule might ſeemeto eate, 

A venom newt was thought a wholſome fiſh : 
Worms from the carth, were dig'd up great & ſinal!, 
And poy{oned fpiders eaten from rhe wall, 


A hundred men under this grieyouscroſle, 
With hunger-ſtarved bodies wanting food, 
Havetoer a mor{ſell of aſtinking horſe, 
In deadly ſtrife ſhed one anothers bloud : 
Like famiſht Ravens, that in a ſhole doe pitch, 
To l{eaze acaryon ina noyſome ditch. 


But when theſe things, were all conſumed quite, 
{For famines greedy maw deſtroycth all) 
Then didthey bead their ſtudy day and night, 
To {ee what nex:unto thcir ſhare might fall : 
 Neceſlity doth ſeekean hundred wayes, 
Famines fell torment from the heartto rayſe.

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Then did they take their horſes leather raines, 
And broyling them ſuppos'd them wondrous {weet: 
A hungry ſtomacke nought ar all refraines, 
w_ did they ſpare their ſhooes upon their ſeete : 
Bt ſhyocs and bootes, and buskins, all they eate, 
And would not ſpire onemorſell of their meate.
